A new  sport  will  be  added  to 
the  Loyola  College’s  already  fine 
intercollegiate  athletic  program 
this  spring  as  a result  of  an  an- 
nouncement made  by  Dean  Gal- 
lon. Gallon’s  statement  went  like 
this:  "Since  many  boys  have  been 
asking  that  a sport  of  this  type 
be  initiated  at  Loyola,  I find  it 
wise  to  approve  a drinking  team.

Record  Turnout 

And  turnout  they  did!  Tryouts 
were  held  last  Wednesday  night 
over  the  whole  campus  and  no 
less  than  710  men  came  out  for 
the  team.

He 
suggests  they  go  out  and  practice 
all  summer  and  maybe  they’ll  be 
in  shape  for  next  season. 

Experience  Helpful 

Seltzer  maintains  that  you 
need  just  as  much  conditioning 
for  drinking  as  any  other  sport. 
“The  boys  who  went  out  and 
boozed  it  up  in  high  school  have 
the  best  chance  to  make  the 
team,”  he  says.
